HOUSING MILLIONS

T HE next step in one 
of London’s biggest 
regeneration 
projects looks set 
to go ahead with another 
1,000 homes to be built at 
Woodberry Down. 

A funding package was 
announced this month for 
the Council’s regeneration 
programme for the area, 


ensuring that it continues 
through the downturn in 
the housing market. 

The Council is investing 
over £l6million during 
the next four years, while 
developer Berkeley Homes 
has contributed more than 
£30million. Funding 
for affordable housing 
has also been received 
from the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

The development 
programme will deliver 
a range of new facilities 


including a health centre, 
and retail and commercial 
opportunities. This 
follows hot on the heels of 
the 1,000 homes already 
being built there, as well 
as a new community 
centre and the Skinner’s 
Academy, completed 
last November. 

Planning permission was 
also granted earlier this 
month for construction 
work by Berkeley Homes 
at the Horston and 
Sherwood, and Newnton 


Close sites, with the 
next phase of planned 
work being considered 
in March, which will 
together create a total 
of 226 homes for social 
renting, 182 for shared 
ownership, and the 
remainder for private sale. 

Taken together, the 
funding and planning 
approval mean that nearly 
half of the 4,600 homes 
planned for the 20-year 
regeneration programme 
are now either under 


construction or due to 
be built over the next 
five years. 

Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “The 
Council made a pledge 
to residents that despite 
the economic climate 
we would find new and 
innovative methods 
with partners to provide 
housing at Woodberry 
Down.

OVERNMENT 
figures have 
confirmed another 
year of improving 
GCSE and A level results 
in Hackney schools 
and colleges. 

For the first time, stats 
have been released showing 
school GCSE results 
against the new English 
Baccalaureate. To achieve 
the Baccalaureate, students 
must get grade A* to C in 
English, Maths, Science, 
plus humanities and 
language. 

Hackney has met the 
national average of 15 
per cent of pupils hitting 
the mark for this recently 
added measure, with 
some schools achieving 
well above this including: 
69 per cent of pupils at 


Yesodey Hatorah Jewish 
Secondary School for Girls; 
33 per cent at Mossbourne 
Academy; and 25 per cent 
from Our Lady’s Convent 
School. 

At A/AS level and 
equivalents like BTEC, the 
borough has seen a 3.7 
per cent improvement in 
‘points score’ per student 
- a rating system that 
measures both individual 
grades and the subjects 


studied by each pupil 
during the academic year. 

Hackney also came out 
as the most improved area 
in the country on point 
score per student over the 
last two years - up by an 
impressive 15 per cent. 

Hackney Community 
College (HCC) celebrated 
improvements with their 
average point score per 
student rising by 25 per 
cent compared to three 
years ago. 

Further data showed 
‘value added quality’ 
also rose significantly, 
with students achieving 
one A level grade higher 
than those from similar 


backgrounds across 
the country. 

Yvonne Servante, Deputy 
Director of The Learning 
Trust, which runs the 
borough’s educational 
services on behalf of the 
Council, said: “With 
exam results above the 
national average, Hackney 
is a place of choice for 
secondary education and 
that’s testament to the hard 
work and dedication of our 
schools.” 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 

Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, added: 
“This is excellent news; 
it clearly shows that 
secondary schools across 
Hackney are making 
considerable progress and 
we will do our utmost to 
ensure this improvement 
continues. 

“I’d like to congratulate 
the young people and 
teachers who have all 
worked so hard to achieve 
these results.”

Putting frontline 
services first 

WE are now well into 201 1 , but across the country councils are still 
grappling with the problem they were given at the end of last year - 
the issue of the Government’s grant cuts, and the savings we have 
to make in order to maximise the amount of services we all continue 
to provide. 

Here in Hackney I’m determined that in the forthcoming budget the 
Council will not be making cuts to the frontline services it provides 
residents - there will be no raising of eligibility criteria for home care 
for the elderly, there’ll be no library closures, no closure of children’s 
centres, no reduction in the cleanliness of our streets. We are even 
going to try and pick up some of the services previously funded by 
Team Hackney - all such local partnerships across the country have 
had their grant funding completely cut or reallocated elsewhere by 
the Government.

In December, the 3 8 -year- 
old actor returned to 
Hackney to film the second 
series of BBC’s cop drama 
‘Luther’; the first won him 
a nomination at this year’s 
Golden Globes. 

The £6.2million Andre 
Street project by not- 
for-profit organisation 
A2Dominion has created 
23 new homes for 
affordable rent, and part- 
buy/part-rent aimed at 
local people. 



In previous years we made huge efficiency savings each year and 
used the money to improve or expand services, absorbing higher 
costs such as inflation, or catering for more service users, while 
keeping Council Tax frozen for five years. Now the first call on the 
cash from any efficiency savings will have to be back-filling the 
Government’s grant cuts, just so that we’re able to keep delivering 
services at the front line. 

However, even the dramatic reductions the Council is making to the 
costs of management and the loss of support staff through voluntary 
redundancy will not cover the cut in grants in the long term. It has 
been recently claimed that merging services with other boroughs to 
save on management costs will enable councils to avoid any impact 
on services. But even if every London council sacked its Chief 
Executive, its Directors and Assistant Directors, and shared just one 
single super-manager for the whole city, this wouldn’t even deliver 
a tenth of what the capital’s boroughs are expected to save over the 
next four years by the Government.

She added: “Hackney 
is also among the top- 
performing London 
boroughs for affordable 
housing provision, and 
is on course to exceed a 
three-year total target of 


creating 1,961 affordable 
homes by 2011.”

Managing Director of 
Berkeley Homes (Capital), 
said: “We are totally 
committed to it and will 
continue to work closely 
with our partners to ensure 
that together we deliver 
the investment necessary 
to create a real, sustainable 
community where people 
will choose to live, and 


that provides long-term 
social and economic 
benefits for the wider 
area.” 

Ruchell Peng, Genesis 
Regeneration Manager for 
Woodberry Down, added: 
“It is a real achievement 
that the partnership work 
at this important site is 
starting to bear fruit and is 
further proof of Genesis’ 
work to deliver the kind 
of houses and services 


that local communities 
deserve.” 

Genesis will acquire and 
manage around 1,900 of 
the affordable rented and 
intermediate homes over 
a 20 year period. This 
equates to 41 per cent of 
the total at Woodberry 
Down. 

The first new homes for 
social renting are expected 
to be ready for occupation 
this spring. 


Even though we are protecting front-line, day-to-day service 
delivery, the borough will be badly affected by a lack of future 
investment. Worst of these is reduction in the amount of money 
available to councils for Decent Homes work that will push housing 
improvements for many residents way off into the future. The 
money we will be able to put aside for new schools, investment in 
parks, resurfacing roads and pavements, will be extremely limited. 

Along with the Government’s changes to housing benefit and its 
withdrawal of the Education Maintenance Allowance to more than 
3,500 of the borough’s students, Hackney cannot escape the 
impact of the national spending review. However, I will ensure the 
Council remains committed to shielding residents from its worst 
effects.

A S a man who spent 
40 years working 
in the building 
trade, it was only 
natural for George McGee 
to represent residents 
when the Council began 
regenerating housing estates 
in the borough. 

George moved from 
Ireland to London in 1959, 
living in several places 
including the Kingshold 
Estate, near Victoria Park, 
and working as a painter 
and decorator for the 
Greater London Council 
(GLC) refurbishing offices 
and banqueting halls, as 
well as painting bridges 
across the Thames. 

It was in the mid-1990s 
that he decided to get more 
involved with the estate 
where he lived - Landfield, 
just north of Hackney 
Downs - and was elected to 
its Tenants and Residents 


Association (TRA). 

He says: “I got 
involved to improve the 
area, because it needed 
improving. Ottaway 
Court was in a terrible 
state, really run down, so 
the Council demolished it 
in 2006. There are some 
blocks in Hackney that got 
demolished; some are being 
repaired; but there are some 
where the cost to do them 
up through Decent Homes 
would be tremendous. 
There’s a massive need for 
more social housing.” 

Not only is George the 
Chair of the Landfield 
Estate TRA, he is Deputy 
Chair of the Clapton 
Neighbourhood Panel, 
and also represents the 
north east of the borough 
on the Neighbourhood 
Investment Board, which 
oversees the Decent Homes 
improvements programme 
to bring social housing up 
to a national Government 
standard. 

Just over five years ago 
he was elected Chair of the 


Six Estates Steering Group, 
the elected residents’ group 
monitoring a large-scale 
Council regeneration 
project. This affects the 
former Ottaway Court 
and Rendlesham House 
sites, near Landfield 
Estate; Bridge House 
and Marian Court, in 
Homerton; Tower Court, 
near Stamford Hill; and the 
now-demolished Alexandra 
National House, opposite 
Finsbury Park. 

George says: “When 
I started they made me 
Chair straight away. I 
didn’t want to do it at first, 

I said ‘maybe when all the 
building takes shape’. But I 


wanted to make sure it was 
done properly, as I’ve been 
dealing with contractors for 
a long time.” 

The sheer scale of the 
Six Estates regeneration 
programme means it affects 
hundreds of households 
in Hackney, with the 
Alexandra National 
House, Ottaway Court and 
Rendlesham House blocks 
demolished a few years ago 
and residents re-housed. 

These sites have received 
over £l6million in 
Government funding since 
2009 for construction to 
take place, while other sites 
await demolition. 

The Six Estates Steering 


Group meets every month 
with Council officers, 
construction contractors, 
councillors and an 
Independent Tenants and 
Leaseholders Adviser, who 
offers impartial advice. 

The group is not just a 
way of keeping residents 
informed about what’s 
going on. George and the 
other members take a very 
active role in shaping the 
kind of homes being built. 

He says: “We insisted 
on Parker Morris plus 10 
per cent, a national house 
building size; and Level 
4 for energy efficiency, 
windows triple glazed, 
under-floor heating which 
is all electric, and better 
insulation means reduced 
heating bills.” 

The Six Estates Steering 
Group also developed 


the Residents Charter, a 
document setting out the 
level of service residents can 
expect from the Council 
during regeneration and for 
managing the new homes. 
Residents are also able 
to choose options from a 
range of kitchen worktops 
and cabinets. 

George firmly believes 
in the positive effect of 
regeneration, that it’s not 
simply a process of building 
new homes. 

He says: “It gets tenants 
a better standard, and 
I believe that it reduces 
anti-social behaviour if the 
community takes pride in 
where they live. If tenants 
move into a run-down 
estate they will lose heart 
at where they live, and 
this creates anti-social 
behaviour.”

Areola Theatre premiere: The Painter 

Until 12 February, Areola Theatre, Ashwin Street, E9

THE 19th century painter JWM Turner 
was one of the greatest artistic geniuses 
England has ever produced. But women, 
at least, could be rude about him. Queen 
Victoria described him as ‘quite mad’. And 
in Rebecca Lekiewicz’s new play, Jenny, 
a prostitute who sat for his ‘anatomical 
sketches’ tells him: “You want to try living 
some time. See what it feels like”. 

The Painter brings to life the old Coloun/vorks 
paint factory as Turner’s studio. Socially 
awkward, obsessed with his art, and loathing 
convention, there is something heroic about 
the artist’s rudeness towards his wealthy 
patrons and his inability to play the role that 
his yearning lover, Sarah Danby (Niamh 
Cusack), expects of him. 

As Turner, Toby Jones (above) combines 
irritability and coldness with vision, integrity, 


passion, and above all - humanity. Turner 
broke new ground as an artist but for him, 
it was quite simple: “You will find no better 
teachers than your own eyes. If you use 
them.” 

The new Areola is next door to thriving music 
venue Cafe OTO, and just a few steps away 
from both Dalston Junction and Dalston 
Kingsland stations. With two studios seating 
200 and 50 respectively, and extra rehearsal 
space, the Areola enters its second decade in 
fine health.

Young women: get fit for free 


YOUNG women in Hackney will be able to exercise for 
free thanks to a new Council project funded by the Sport 
England Active Women scheme. 

The two year project hopes to boost sport take-up among 
1 6 to 25-year-olds, especially those with children, by 
offering free swimming, netball, football, volleyball, dance 
and fitness sessions at local leisure centres. 



A series of 1 2-week programmes in a range of sports will 
start in the spring and the Council will be working closely 
with sports clubs to find opportunities for enthusiastic 
participants to continue each activity. 

Women who care for children or live in disadvantaged 
communities face some of the biggest barriers to 
participation, such as cost, low body image confidence, 
and difficulties in finding childcare cover, according to 
research by the Women’s Sport and Fitness Foundation. 
The charity added that only one-in-1 0 women 
living in disadvantaged areas regularly 
play sport.

Prior to joining she had 
never used a gym before, 
however, with the closely 
monitored regime, she 
can now confidently use 
equipment such as rowing 
machines and treadmills. 


Referring to the benefits, 
she added: “Weight loss 
- dropping from a trouser 
size 14-16 to 12 - and that 
I now can walk a lot faster. 
My friends are rushing 
to keep up with me. And 
my GP is pleased with my 
weight loss and control.”

Hackney Archives conclude the mystery of the 
missing Clapton preacher who fled to New York

W HEN the SS 
City of Berlin 
docked in New 
York on 27 

February 1894, a Clapton 
congregation held its 
breath, awaiting news of 
its runaway pastor, Rev 
Pedr Williams. 

He had fled his home 
earlier that month, and 
it was believed that 
Williams was on board 
a ship heading for New 
York. Scotland Yard 
had been informed of his 
mysterious departure, and 
much speculation had 
appeared in the press about 
the circumstances of his 
disappearance. 

It emerged that ‘under 
an assumed name and with 
some trifling disguises’ the 
missing cleric had arrived in 
the USA. Cablegrams flew 
back and forth across the 
Atlantic, with newspapers 
piecing together events and 
speculating what Williams 
would do next. 

His sickly wife was too 
ill and upset to make any 
comment, but there were 
rumours her husband 
would stay in America and 
try to find an ecclesiastical 


post or attempt to qualify 
for the Bar. The possibility 
was even mentioned of 
setting up a fund to help 
Mrs Williams join him. 

But on 8 March the story 
broke that Williams would 
return, after realising during 
the voyage that he had 
made a mistake. 

He arrived in London and 
said he was not ‘ashamed 
in any way of what had 
happened, and he was quite 
sure that he could give a 
satisfactory explanation.’ 

Newspapers made much 
of the fact Williams owed 
£400 to the executors of 
sweet shop owner Ebenezer 
Newell, former head 
deacon of Lower Clapton 
Congregational Church. 

There were allegations 
that a writ for recovery 
of the full amount had 
been issued, triggering 
Williams’ panic. In fact, 
an arrangement had been 
made in August 1893 for 
Williams to pay it back in 
instalments. 

So what was the problem 
that caused him to flee

the country? It appeared 
Williams’ annual stipend 
was not enough to support 
his ailing wife, four sickly 
children and servants. He 
also admitted to offering 
excessive hospitality at his 
Amhurst Road home. 

The church members and 
congregation met on 6 April 
to decide if Williams’ offer 
of resignation should be 
accepted. A resolution was 
submitted not to accept, 
and a ballot resulted in 
120 votes in agreement, 21 
against, and nine neutrals. 

So all was forgiven 
regarding Williams’ 
moment of madness and he 
remained at Lower Clapton 
for 12 years, until he 
accepted a post of minister 
in Durban, South Africa. 
After 10 years, Williams 
moved to another post 
in Swansea before finally 
moving to Sneyd Park in 
Bristol in 1926. He died 
there in May 1931.
